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ORIENTALS FLOOD 
BRITISH COLUMBIA 


Antagonism of White Labor is 
Growing Daily—A Question 
of Moment. 


Revelstoke, Aug. 15.-The increasing 
number of Orientals in this section of 
British Columbia continues to excite un- 
usual attention. Japs, Chinese and Hin- 
dus continue to arrive here from Van- 
couver, Many are distributed along the 
lines of the C. P. R. from this point 
and others pass on further east in the 
mountains. The mining camps are not 
apparently the objective point of these 
foreigners as in the past, but rather the 
railroad construction camps. 

In nearly every case the different 
gangs are under the direction of one of 
their chief men, The three classes seem 
to have no trouble in working together 
but ate shunned by the whites very gen- 
erally . The labor unions are discussing 
the subject of increased Oriental immi- 
gration all over the mountain districts 
of the province, Apparently the unions 
are becoming very restless over the ques- 
tion, Labor unions are very strong in 
all parts of British Columbia, and are 
in a position_to assert their views very 
substantially. Here at Revelstoke many 
of these people are doing work around 
the station, rough employment, but still 
a grade higher than track work, This 
has giveh rise to more or less resentment

Prof. Jenks | 
was very guarded in his remarks, and 
refused to be interviewed formally on 
the scope and purpose of his investiga- 
tion in Canada, He is an intimate per- 
sonal friend of President Roosevelt, 

In the towns and on all the railroad 
trains passing through this section the 
question of Oriental immigration is the 
subject of vigorous discussion. The 
magnitude of the problem, according to 
surface indications, is growing hourly, 
not only in British Columbia, but as far 
east as the new provinces. The hostile 
sentiment is  crystalized in the labor 
unions, but is apparently pronounced in 
business circles generally. The feeling 
is growing that the neute situation in 
California may result soon in the Orien- 
tals of every description being abso- 
lutely prohibited from entering the 
States, and in such an event a flood will 
eb turned toward western Canada diffi- 
cult to stem. 

The searcity of labor, however, in the 
mountains seems to be the motive that 
is forcing mining, railroad and lumber 
contractors to accept this class of labor. 
This is the reason generally assigned for 
the rapid employment of Asiatics.

AT LETHBRIDGE 


Interpretation of Clause in the 
New Agreement Cause of 
Trouble. 


Lethbridge, Alia, Aug. 15.—Be- 
tween eighty and one hundred men, 
employed on the Alberta Railway and 
Irrigation Company at the Galt mines, 
Lethbridge, refused to go to work 
this morning. The dispute is over the 
interpretation of clause one of the 
agreements which reads, “All miners 
and mine laborers shall work eight 
hours per day,” it being definitely 
understood that this means eight 
hours’ work at their working place 


exclusive of the half hour at noon 
time, with the exception of miners 
working by coftract, who are to 


work eight hours at their working. 

» The men affected are the drivers, 
shiftmen and grippers. The drivers 
claim that their time starts when 
they harness their horses, while the 
company claims that the working 
place is where they hitch to the car 
in the mine. The complaint the 
shiftmen and grippers is similar. It 
is not thought that the trouble will 
take long to settle, although both par. 
ties seem determined to stick by 
their interpretation of the clause.

Bishop Potter Criticizes the 
Church's Indifference to the 
Needs of the Masses. 


Chautauqua, Atig. 15,—Caustic eriti- 
cism of the chureh for indifference to 
the mental, physical and social needs 
of the masses was made by Bishop 
Henry ©. Potter of New York, in an 
address on the “Relation of the 
church to social unrest,” at the Chau- 
tauqua assembly today. 

“What is the relation of the church 
of God to the social unrest of! the 
country P” he asked, 

‘There is no more righteous  ar- 
raignment of the church of our time 
than its indifference to the social 
conditions of the classes made up of 
less favored men and women down .in 
the utter, 

he task of the church ig to trans- 
late the mind of Christ first by sym. 
pathy, then by painstaking curiosity, 

“This sympathetic curiosity would 
lead him into the church to know 
something of that straia of life. below 
that in which we are wont to move. 

“Such aympathetic curiosity will 
sooner or later lead to the only hope 
for the social unrest of our time, and 
that is personal service, 

Mechanical Age to be Feared. 

“The trend of our generation to me- 
chanical devices and the elimination 
of the personality of the workman, 
however clever and valuable in its 
material results, is a trend to be 
‘afraid of. 

“The modern tendency to institu- 
tionalism is destroying the habit and 
instinct of personal service. It is only 
by personal service thatewe can lift 
the man in the gutter. 


“What is the relation of the church 
6f God to these facts? 

“First of all it should be a pro- 
foundly sympathetic relation, 

“In our ecclesiastical relations we 
have been intimidated from translat- 
ing our relation to the world into hu- 
man sympathy, for fear of dropping 
into what has been called the 'insti- 
tutional church. 

“But if an institutional betel be a 
means of bringing the church into pro- 
found sympathy with human life.then 
the founder* of our religion instituted 
the institutional church, 


“When Christ.found the hungry, he 
fed them; when He saw the diseased 
He healed them; when He found the 
blind He made them see. 

“Note how invariably He did this 
Himself; how often He illustrated the 
principles of the new testimony by 
means of the human hand, 

“The church should take active 
steps to cure the physical and men- 
tul as well as the religious ills of the 


people. 


“The church’s neglect of this vital 
work cannot be remedied too soon. 

“It has neglected its most import- 
ant functions.” 

“As a further and great cause of 
social unrest there comes that 

Monstrous Profusion 
and extravagance of expenditure 
which I am at times inclined to con- 
sider the worst note of our American 
civilization. 

“A friend of mine, a lawyer of New 
York, went into the mayor's» offiee 
during Tweed’s administration. 

“A large diamond stud drppped on 
the floor and rolled towards them. 

“He picked it up and turned to one 
of the gentlemen in the room—it 
would ‘be invidious to mention their 
names, they are all dead—'Did one of 
you drop this?’ 

‘No,’ was the reply, but one of 
them, hitehing up his vest, said, ‘Yes, 
it is one of my suspender buttons.’ 

“This wag twenty-five years ago, and 
conditions are worse instead of bet- 
ter,“ In such conditions of social life 
you have come very close to the origin 
of a gread deal of social unrest, 

“As I grow older I am more and 
more profoundly convinced that the 
impatience of the masses comes more 
from the abuse of wealth than from 
any other canse, 

“Many of us who claim to be 
Christ’s disciples are guilty in this 
particular. 

We fail to set the pace for the com- 
munity in which we live by our own 
habits, 

“The presence of luxury in the 
midst of tenement life has beeome to 
the average worker a source of irrita- 
tion, 

‘He sees wealth open lavishly 
around him while he straggles in mis- 
ery. 


“Is itany wonder that he becomes 
wrought up at what he considers the) 
great injustice of society? 


“Then, again, as a cause of 


Social Unrest 
we are bound to recognize the enorm- 
ous revolution that has taken place 
in our life beeause of industrial 
change, 

“A physician friend of mine told me 
recently of a mechanics! trained nurse 
which is soon to be exoected would 
work like a music box and which will 
bathe the brow and administer the 
medicine accordiing to the will of 
the physician, 

“The buiman element is increasingly 
being eliminated, 

“The conditions of modern life are 
making the average workman a 
bondainan to machinery. When you 
have reduced m2 man to a mere ma- 
chine, it is impossible for him to sus- 
tain life except by artificial methods 
more deatructive even than the indus- 
tries in. Whieh he is employed. 

“Every gain in the way of strength 
and cheapness is bought at the price 
of the individuality of the workman. 

“The result is that the modern 
workman is most inflammable mater- 
ial, for soeial unrest, The wonder is 
not that we have produced such re- 

ults, but that those. results have not 
been infinitely worse.”’

_ SELKIRK BISHOP 


Country in Interest of Epis- 
copal Endowment Fund. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 16,—The Right 

< Rev. 1. 
kirk, interviewed yesterday concern- 
ing bis visit to England and Ireland, 
from which he is returning, gave an 
interesting account thereof. 


Bishop Stringer spent seven months 


ber to the firet of July, and was en- 
gaged most of the time in preaching 
and delivering public addresses, At 


the’ Engiish people are somewhat con- 
servative; but after a time many 
opehings were presented, and he was 


so greatly encouraged that he was 
kept busy Stindays and week days, 
preaching and telling of his work 


A great deal of Interest was taken in 
the Canadian northwest and Canada 
venerally. The people had been 
greatly interested in his predecessor, 
Bishop Bompas, whose name is re- 
vered throughout England, though 
they seemed to look upon him rather 
as a myth than a real personality, 
The late bishop had remained in the 
nerth for three years without a visit 
to friends in England, so that he was 
aimost unknown personally, outside 
of a small circle of friends. While 
his work was well known, he was to 
the public something tike a fairy to 


a 


the children, rather than a tangible 
being . But Bishop Stringer soon 
showed that he was no mere creation 
of man’s imagination, and while he 


wa slearning many interesting things 
he was treated with ever-increasing 
hospitality and cordiality. 

Preached in Cathedrals, 


His lordship’s reception was also 
encouraging in a financial sense. He 
went to England specially to begin 
the raising of an episcopal endow 
ment fund for his dioces He spoke 


at most of the annual May meetings 
and preached in a great many of the 
principal churches, He preached 


twiee in York Minster and St. Paul’s 
eathedral, visited a great many not 
able places, was entertained by the 


bishops and stayed at the. residence 
of both the archbishop and the bishop 


of London, who were all very cordial 
in their weleéme and very hospitable 

The bishop says that he learned a 
poo deal of real diome life in England 


during his stay. Tle did not see much 


of hotel life as he did not spend a 
night in a hotel during the whole 
time, but he became intimate with 


the associations of family hfe in the 


homes of the clérgy, bishops and 
others He and Mrs, Stringer were 
looked upon almost as curiosities, 
because they were both Canadiar 
born and had never seen England 
before. 

The details of the success of the 
Visit financially cannot be given, but 
the bishop says a substantial sum 
total was given towards the  begin-

NOW IN WINNIPEG

Gordon, Ironside & Co. Declare 
n® Restrictions. Cattle of 
Alberta are Superior. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 15—J. T. Gordon, 
head @f the firm of Gordon, Ironside 
and Bares, abattoir owners and cattle 
expotters, was the chief witness at 
the session of the beef commission to- 
day and gave some interesting testi- 
mony on many phases of the beef in 
dustry in the Canadian West. He 
clainiéd that the men in his business 
were making only legitimate . profit. 
He stated that the returns of Hits firm 
for a pumber of years past had shown 
that the margin of profit was between 
2 3-4 @nd 4 per cent. on a gross turn. 
over in his business, Three members 
of thé firm were paid $6,000 a year sal- 
ary dach and the turnover per year 
for besiness was $9,006,000 He as 
serted that they had no agreement or 
combine with any person or firm as 
to fixing of prices either for buying 
or selling of stock. If the firm had 
any advantage in dealing in stock, it 
came. through itself, as it made no 
combinations with others. He further 
claimed that they had never had re 
bates’ of freight on shipments, and 
that all other individuals and firm 
had an equal chance with his organ- 
ization in their dealings with rail- 
ways. He also claimed that people 
who had made statements to the ef- 
fect that a combine existed should 
be made to come forward and prove 
the statements or apologize,

Regina, Aug. 15.—The department 
of agriculture has issued a statement 
setting forth the arrangements made 
by the government. with mine owners, 
with a view to inducing dealers and 
householders to stock up with fuel for 
the coming winter, Some time ago 
the Alberta Railway and = Irrigation 
Co,, which sells Galt coal, mined at 
Lethbridge, offered to supply coal to 
agents, freight prepaid, and wait till 
December for payment, 

The commissioner of agriculture 
has since received replies from anum- 
ber of other large coal companies, 
who expressed willingness to make 
practically the same, or even more, 
liberal terms, This arrangement, it 
must be eonfessed, adds the govern- 
ment, is in the nature of encourage- 
ment of the credit’ system, which al- 
ready has been the bane of the west, 
but the peculiar conditions existing 
this year amply justify such steps, it 
is held, taken on behalf of the people 
to obtain concessions trom several 
coal companies operating in the pro- 
vinee.

NO TROUBLE TO 
BEAT MINERS 


After First Innings Erickson Ex- 
perimented and Still Scored 
Shutout—Fine Fielding. 


Baseball that was baseball in every 
sense of the term was what the Leg- 
islators had on tap last night and 
they well deserved the 4.0 victory 
they pulled off at the expense of 
Lethbridge, 

The Miners also put up a_ pretty 
fair sample of the Yankee national 
game, and only for Fogarty’s easy 
delivery in the opening round, ‘would 
have made it a hair raising contest 
all the Way. Edmonion fell on the 
Miners’ slab hand in the initial in- 
ning ior four safe ones—one of them 
a double—and along with a bungle 
by Kippert on Lussi’s grounder, 
piled up enough counters to keep the 
crowd \breathing caby for the balance 
of the evening. 

Erickson and Fogarty were the op- 
posing twirlers, and both heaved 
good enough to win an ordinary 
game, but the Miner twirler could 
not keep the hits far enough apart 
always to prevent the run — getting, 
nor was his support in a class with 
his opponents. Fogarty was touched 
up for eight safe ones, four of which 
came in a row in the first as afore- 
said. After that he braced up won- 
derfully, and only for Mackin’s error 
there would have been no further 
counting. He struck out seven, get- 
ting the mighty Blexrud and Wessler 
twice each, 

With three of a lead at the end of 
the first, Erickson did not extend 
himself, but gave the fielders a 
chance to show, Even at that he 
was only touched up for four safe 
ones in the final eight innings, and 
most of the swats were to the infield, 
Grimes and Blexrud only garnering 
two high ones apleg. He contented 
himself with three ‘strike outs. 

Both sides pulled off a double play, 
the Legislators coming along with 
theirs to end the game. Sensational 
catches were made by O’Neil, Grimes 
and Ford, the former getting under 
Yord’s long fly in the ninth that all 
but hit the fence, by a natty grab in 
a very difficult position on the rough 
ground bang up against the boards, 
Ford’s spectacular play was in the 
fourth when he pushed the netting 
on the grand stand in a few inches 
so as to allow Nungie’s foul to drop 
into his mit without interfering in 
any way with the wire. Grimes’ not- 
able work was in the ninth, when 
after a great sprint he picked off 
Bues’ fly at his boottops. 

Harper avas the all round star, He 
accepted ning chances without a fal- 
ter and plunked out two pretty 
singles on three times up. Lussi was 
there with his customary extra base 
drive, and Ford got into the hit col- 
umn fortwo. 

O'Dea was the queen bee of the 
Lethbridge ‘batters, poking out two 
choice singles on four opportunities, 
O'Neil, the ex-Calgary outer gardener 
did the Miners good service both on 
the field and at the bat, his great 
catch in the eighth breaking up a 
likely “looking batting rally, 

Me Guicken’s umpiring was almost 
above complaint. In the fifth he 
looked to give Erickson the worst of 
it by calling him out on a drive to 
Bues that he seemed to beat to first, 
but he saved Wessler an error in the 
sixth and cut off a Lethbridge tally 
by failing to allow O’Neil safe on 
his roller to second base that Wessler 
allowed to get away from him for a 
few seconds. Had O'Neil been called 
safe O'Dea would have counted a3 
he came home from third on Wwe 
play. 

The Miners looked real dangerous 
in just one spot. It was in the fourth, 
and here’s about the way they got 
troublesome: With one down’ Kip- 
pert took one'on the elbow and stole 
second, Ford’s throw being wide and 
only a sensational one-hand stop by 
Wessler prevented Kip. getting along 
to third.

SWEPT OFF RAFT 


AND DROWNED | _ 


Sad Fate of a Young English- 
man Employed at the Lumber 
Camp up the River. 


The report of a drowning accident 
about one hundred! miles up the river 
reached the. city this Morning. The 
victim was a youlig Englishman about 
twenty-4wo years of age named L. G. 
Peatcs, who Was employed in the 
lumber camp of Mr. Copley, a sub« 
contractor of John Walter, Strath- 
cona, 

The aceident took place on the aft- 
ernoon of Sunday, August 4th. Young 
Pearce, with three other companies 
walked out the river about six imiles 
from the eamp to look over some land 
which they proposed selecting for 
homesteads, Rather than walk back 
again to the camp they constructed a 
raft and upon this eturted down the 
stream which runs very rapidly at this 
point, 

After floating along safely for some 
distance the raft passed under a 
“aweeper,”’ the lumberman’s term for 
a tree that has fallen out over the 
stream, and the four men were swept 
off into the water. Three managed 
to regain the floating wood, but young 
Pearce was unable to do so and sank 
to the bottom. Ps 
His body was not recovered as the 
river flows very fast at this point and 
the survivors had no means at hand 
to help them in their search. : 

Pearce was a native of Verwo@d, 
Dorsetshire, England, and came ‘to 
this country about a year ago, He 
was one of the beat men in the lumb- 
erering camp and is very highly 
spoken of by his employers, It is 
not known that he has any relatives 
in this country. The news of the fa- 
tality was brought to the city by Mr. 
Copley,who drove down from the lum- 
ber camp and reported the facts to 
Capt. Worsley, of the R.N.W.M.P.
